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THE FOOL’S PARADISE OP- 
' POSES RACE REPRESENTA¬ 
TION, INDORSES AMEND¬ 
MENT No. 17. 


The “Fool’s Paradise,” which 
stands for everything vicious, and 
against everything uplifting, proved 
its right to its title at its meeting 
last Sunday. The president, who 
decided that woman’s sufferage was 
not a political question, decided 
that the charter amendments had 
nothing to do with politics and 
therefore could be discussed by 
the jawsmiths of the Paradise. 
Mr. P. M. Hickman read the ticket 
published in the Liberator indorsed 
by the People’s Charter Conference. 
He also read the Liberator’s editor¬ 
ial urging the colored voters to 
vote the ticket as marked, as its 
success held out hope for securing 
representation in the City Council 
for the colored voters. He de¬ 
livered a strong speech indorsing 
the Liberator’s position. Mr. J. 
W. Coleman stated that the Liber¬ 
ator was usually right and supported 
its position until he found out that 
the majority was supporting the 
old corrupt ward system, he then 
switched over to the majority and 
became a member of those who 
stood against Negro representa¬ 
tion and for everything vicious in 
city politics. ATTY CERUTI, who 
had not been in the city long enough 
to vote last fall, and who is being 
put forward as the eleventh hour 
leader by certain self-seeking church 
men, arose and stated that his 
stay in the city had been so short 
that he was unprepared to discuss 
the merits of the charter. He then 
joined hands with those who were 
fighting Negro representation and 
made a long speech in support of 
the adoption of Amendment 17. 
He thought that the old corrupt 
ward system was just the thing for 
the Negroes, which so far as the 
corrupt Negro politician is con¬ 
cerned is correct. While Attorney 
Ceruti is densely ignorant about 
California politics, he certainly un¬ 
derstands the value of the old ward 
system as a means of political cor¬ 
ruption. That’s why he stood by 
Amendment 17 so valiantly. 


Mr. Theo. Troy, the owner of 
the “Fools Paradise,” and a big 
stock-holder in the Colored Y. M. 
C. A., vigorously supported the old 
corrupt ward system and urged 
the adoption of Amendment 17. 
He stated that the Negroes did 
not need representation, and asked: 
“What good is a Negro represen¬ 
tative, and what can he do?” 

When Mr. Troy was candidate for 
County Auditor on the Prohibition 
ticket, the Liberator supported him 
loyally although he was known 
always to be bitterly opposed to 
its editor, because the editor main¬ 
tained his right to think for him 
self. When Mr. Troy was candi¬ 
date for office he thought Negroes 
ought to have representation. At 
that time the Afro-American Coun¬ 
cil, although controlled by his 
friends, refused to indorse his can¬ 
didacy. That was one time when 
the Afro-American Council showed 
better judgment than that dis¬ 
played by the editor of this journal. 
If Mr. Troy means what he says, 
he ought to retire from leadership 
at the Y. M. C. A., for the Negro 
who pretends to believe that Ne¬ 
groes are unfit to have representa¬ 
tion in the communities in which 
they are taxed to support, can hold 
out but little hope to the men who 
follow him. The position he takes 
in this matter means that he and 
his influence will be thrown against 
any colored man who runs for the 
City Council. But the fact that 
Mr. Troy’s influence grows beauti¬ 
fully less every time he speaks 
affords some consolation. 


CAPTAIN CRUMBLY 


The figurehead of the Paradise 
has no views of his own and is 
never taken seriously. That he 
would come out against repre¬ 
sentation and in support of Amend¬ 
ment 17 was a natural sequence. 

Attorney Ceruti denounced the 
whole ticket printed in the Liber¬ 
ator and indorsed by the People’s 
Charter Conference as a Socialistic 
document, and stated that the 
ticket was supported by no one but 
socialists. Having joined forces 
with those who opposed Negro 


representation and who were sup¬ 
porting the vicious old ward system, 
it was but natural that he would 
feel bitter towards the Socialist 
Party, which gave Whitley, a Negro, 
40,000 votes when he was a can¬ 
didate for City Council. 

After discouraging Negro repre¬ 
sentation, and wasting two pre¬ 
cious hours, the “Fool’s Paradise” 
indorsed Amendment 17. It will 
be remembered that that same 
organization denounced woman’s 
sufferage as a vicious measure. 
The “Fool’s Paradise” is so well 
understood by the people that it 
has no influence whatever.

Bryant is Made a Councilman 

Wesley J. Bryant is the ninth 
member of the City Council. He 
was elected yesterday by six votes 
on the roll call. One vote each 
was cast for Charles F. Young and 
George McDill. 

The subject of filling the vacancy 
caused by the death of the late 
Councilman Robert M. Lusk was 
presented by Councilman Whiffen. 

- “This is a duty that the City 
Council has never before been called 
upon to perform,” said Whiffen ; 
“and while we deeply deplore the 


cause that has made this step neces¬ 
sary, we must proceed with our 
duty and fill the vacancy.” He 
then proceeded to nominate Bryant. 
The council clerk then read several 
petitions asking for Bryant’s ap¬ 
pointment and resolutions of in¬ 
dorsement from various improve¬ 
ment associations and the Ohio 
Society. 

The names of Samuel Rees, 
Charles F. Young and C. C. Flint 
were also presented by petition, 
and Councilman Topham nomi¬ 
nated Young, while Councilman 
Reed nominated George McDill, a 
member of the Police Commission. 

J. L. Edmunds, editor of the 
Liberator, a publication for negroes, 
presented the claims of the colored 
race for a representation. 

After detailing the status of the 
negroes of Los Angeles and the ad¬ 
vance they have made as property 
owners and in aiding the material 
prosperity of the city, Edmunds 
said: 

“When it looked as though the 
entire city was going to be over¬ 
whelmed by an undesirable element, 
you depended upon the negro votes 
to help carry the day, and they fully 
responded. Without this vote the 
results would have been vastly dif¬ 
ferent. We feel that this, as well 
as the many other reasons given, 
entitle us to a representation in tins 
Council.” 

On the roil call Reed voted for 
McDill and Topham for Young, and 
all other votes were for Bryant. 
—The Times. 

It had been arranged for Attys. 
Nash and Coleman to present Mr. 
Flint’s name and petition to the 
City Council, but it so happened 
that both of these gentlemen were 
engaged with legal matters at the 
time the Council met. So it fell 
to the lot of the editor of this 
journal to represent the colored 
citizens. Accompanied by Mr. 
Herbert Flint, we arrived at the 
council chambers in time to hear 
Councilman Whiffen’s speech nom¬ 
inating Mr. Bryant, after which, 
the president read over the list of 
petitions. Following this other 
nominations were made. Leaving 
the assembly room we reached the 


council chamber through one of 
the committee rooms and stepped 
up to Councilman Topham and 
requested an opportunity to pre¬ 
sent the name of Mr. C. C. Flint, 
the colored citizens’ candidate. He 
promptly stated that the oppor¬ 
tunity would be granted. Just 
then a big policeman stepped up 
and tapping us on the shoulder, 
said, “Take that seat over there, 
no one is allowed to talk to the 
councilmen when in session.” His 
order was promptly obeyed. At 
this juncture a Times reporter 
beckoned us over to his desk and 
expressed his delight at our being 
there to make a plea for repre¬ 
sentation. Mr. Topham called the 
attention of President Whiffen to 
our presence and requested that we 
be permitted to present the claims 
of our candidates, to which the 
chair assented. When we came 
forward and took our place at the 
bar of the council preparatory to 
presenting our claim Councilman 
Whiffen arose and offered a motion 
that council proceed with the elec¬ 
tion. This brought Councilman 
Betouski to his feet, who insisted 
on our having the same opportunity 
to present our candidate that had 
been granted to others. The chair 
stated it should be so and Council¬ 
man Whiffen subsided. We were a 
little surprised at the actions of 
Councilman Whiffen. It is the first 
time we were hit below the belt 
since we left the “Fools Paradise.” 
It was something new to us, owing 
to the fact that we are always 
treated with the utmost courtesy 
wdien we address audiences com¬ 
posed of white people. We regard 
the matter, however, as in no way 
personal. If the actions of Coun¬ 
cilman Whiffen were due to a want 
of respect, it was for the people we 
represent and not us. 

Having secured the floor, we 
called the attention of the council 
to the number and importance of 
the colored people of the city. 
We called attention to their good 
record as citizens, and told of their 
loyalty to the city’s best interests. 
We then called to the attention of 
the members of the council the 
loyalty of the colored voters to 
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Funeral Directors and Practical Embalmers 
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them when the whole Good Govern¬ 
ment ticket was threatened with 
disasterous defeat, and urged them 
to show their appreciation to the 
colored voters by electing their 
representative, Mr. C. C. Flint, to 
the council. We assured them that 
such action on their part would 
meet the hearty approval of all the 
citizens. 

. Our appeal to that body, a coun¬ 
cil that was loyally supported by 
the colored voters, was made in 
vain. Although they had received 
something like 15,000 Negro votes, 
they refused in return to give the 
Negroes one vote. For, when the 
result of the voting was told Mr. 
C. C. Flint, the colored people's 
representative had received not a 
single vote. Now, that the whole 
administration has been kicked out, 
the colored people will have an 
opportunity to pay off those un¬ 
grateful councilmen in their own 
coin.
